The  Census  of  IC^^  of  the  population  caixied  out  on  behalf  of 
the  Ministry  involving  statistical  enquiries  in  over  5OO  properties 
revealed  that  l0/o  of  the  households  have  no  hot  v/ater  taps,  '^&/o 
have  no  baths  and  39?<>  have  no  indoor  'a.Cw's.  This  result  v/ould 
indicate  tliat  amenities  fall  fer  short  of  what  should  be  required 
at  the  present  tine  and  it  is  suggested  that  efforts  must  be  made 
to  endeavour  to  obtain  some  measure  of  amelioration  by  the  use  of 
improvement  area  procedure. 


The  routine  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  carried  out 
quietly  eind  efficiently  during  the  year  and  I must  here  pay  tribute 
to  Mr.  R.A.O.  IJampton  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  v/ho  is 
responsible  in  my  absence  for  the  daily  administration  of  the 
Department.  Unfortunately  in  May  Mr.  H.  Malloy  the  Additional  Public 
health  Inspector  became  ill  and  died  in  January  1968,

Owing  to  the  prolonged  illness  of  Nalloy  (died  January  I968)  the 
Depar'tmait  was  Y/itiiout  the  services  of  an  additional  public  health 
injector  from  Kay  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  difficulties  wa-e further 
aggravated  Y/hen  tlie  Senior  P.li.I.  became  ill  in  x^ugust.  Thanks  to  the 
invaluable  assistance  given  by  the  Sv/ale  Rural  District  Council  Inspectors 
and  by  Lir.  Hurn  (retired  P.H.I.  ) the  essential  day  to  day  work  of  the 
Department  was  dealt  with.  Routine  inspection  Y/ork  of  all  type  of  premises, 
including  the  Oare  Offensive  trade  fa.ctories,  has  of  necessity  been  very 
much  reduced  oYYing  to  these  staff  difficulties* 

\7ater  Suppiy 

The  responsibility  for  the  supply^  of  main  water  to  the  Borough  rests 
with  the  Mid-Kent  i/ater  Company.  The  local  office  for  the  Paver  sham  area 
is  at  Al>  Stone  Street, 

No  major  works  v/ere  carried  out  during  the  year  but  there  were  minor 
extensions  of  the  main  to  provide  supplies  to  the  new  housing  estates* 

The  vater  cempany  took  tliirty  five  samples  of  water  for 
bacteriological  examination,  these  Y/ere  satisfactory  Yvith  the  exception 
of  one  suspicious  sample  from  Davington  which  proved  entirely  satisfactory 
on  re*esampling.  Six  chemical  samples  Yvere  also  taken  in  the  Paver  sham  area 
and  v/ere  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  SeY/erap;e 

an  extaision  of  tix  sev/erage  system  to  the  Brogdale  Road,  Painters 
Porstal  and  '.Thitehill  ai-ea  was  the  result  of  a joint  scheme  produced  by 
the  Borough  in  conjunction  Y/ith  the  ^vale  Rural  District  Council. 

A decision  is  still  av;aitcd  on  the  modernisation  scheme  for  the  sewage 
Yvorks  folloYving  a Ministry  Public  -enquiry  resulting  iii  a request  for  further 
technical  infornation. 

a.  scheme  for  the  di‘a.inage  of  the  Love  lane  and  Macknade  area  has  been 
prepared  alxL  tenders  for  this  Yvork  have  been  invited, 

A relief  seYverage  scheme  has  also  been  prepared  to  relieve  the 
overloading  of  the  Brents  seYver. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Thei-e  h^is  been  no  chazige  in  the  method  of  refuse  disposal  during  the 
year.  Li.efuse  is  tipped  into  the  disused  v/orkings  of  the  Ace,  Sand  and 
Gravel  Company  at  Kam  Road. 

Further  snail  extensions  to  the  areas  coming  v/ithin  the  paper  sack 
sclieme  have  taken  piace,  mainly  on  the  nsv;  housing  estates, 
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Public  Conveniences 


The  public  conveniences  v/ithin  the  Borough  arc  inaintained  and 
supervised  by  the  Borough  Eiigineer  and  Surveyors  Department  and  the 
arrangeraents  v/Mch'  existed  in  1966  have  continued. 

Public  Sv/imming  ]3at h 

The  Swimming  Pool  opened  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a^in 
proved  to  be  a popular  attraction  and  vvas  well  used, 

A number  of  v/orks  of  repair  and  improvornent  v/ere  carried  out  to 
the  surrounds  to  the  pool  and  in  the  changing  rooms  before  the  season 
opened.  The  llai'n.gement  Cominittee  had  been  asked  to  do  this  work  to 
improve  coiiditions  v-hicli  might  otherwise  iTave  fostered  the  spread  of 
plantar  wart  infection.  Although  no  precise  figures  are  available 
the  Pool  Superintendant  is  of  the  opinion  tliat  there  v/as  a considerable 
reduction  in  this  type  of  infection  and  this  improvanent  has  continued 
during  the  1968  season. 

During  the  season  57^905  people  paid  for  admission  to  the  pool 
as  compared  with  55 » 270  in  1966  and  490  season  and  weekly  tickets  were 
issued  as  compared  to  422  in  1966. 

In  addition  the  pool  was  well  used  by  schools  for  swimming 
instruction  to  pupils. 

Regular  routine  testing  and  sampling  of  the  swimming  bath  v.'ater 
v/as  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.

The  Food  i]ygicne  (Mai’ket  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations 
1966  came  into;  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1967*  The  Regulations  apply 
to  private  businesses  and  vehicles  as  v/ell  as  to  market  stalls.  In  order 
to  bring  the  standard  of  v/ashing  facilities  up  to  the  required  level  the 
Council  installed  deej:)  sinks  with  hot  v/ater  supplies  in  the  buildings 
beneath  the  Old  Toivn  liall. 

FCCD  FACTORIES 


On  co-operation  v/ith  the  maiiaganent  of  a mtat  canning  factory,  which 
corornenced  operating  in  19^6,  a scheme  was  started  whereby  faecal  spdeinaens 
were  obtained  from  every  member  of  the  staff  for  laboratory  examination  in 
order  to  eliminate  any  possibility  of  a food  poisoning  orga.nism  carrier 
being  employed  within  the  factory.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  specimens  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  laboratory  and  all  were  reported  as  ne^tive. 

Health  education  tallcs  were  given  to  the  staff  and  films  were  shoVi/n 
of  food  poisoning  outbreaks.

Complaints  received  about  the  nuisance  fraii  these  factories  are 
almys  dealt  with  as  a matter  of  urgency  and  a visit  is  made  to  tlie 
area  as  quicldy  as  possible.  Most  of  tiie  trouble  arises  through  faulty 
maintcnajice  or  operation  of  eqaipment  and  the  poor  qualit;y  of  raw 
materials. 

The  comers  of  one  of  the  factories  were  prosecuted  for  an  offence 
a^inst  the  Councils  Offensive  Trade  Byelav/s  on  the  30'th  March.  The 
offence  concerned  the  operation  of  the  condenser  p4mt  and  the  company 
pleaded  guilty.  The  Cour-t  imposed  the  maximum  fine  of  £5* 

Efforts  v;ere  made  during  the  year  to  get  the  factories  concerned 
connected  to  the  main  sev/er  and  for  a main  v;ater  supply  to  be  iaid  on, 
but  without  avail.

Thirty  three  routine  inspections  weru  nade  to  licensed  premises 
during  the  year  and  in  general  it  was  only  necessary  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  owners  to  defects  of  a minor  nature.
